Acting on the appeal of Reuben Mil- 
ler of Pittsburg, who was a’ Repub- 
lic passenger, Representative James 
Burke of Pennsylvania introduced a 
bill to require every ocean passenger 
steamer, certified to carry fifty pas- 
sengers, before being granted clear- 
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ance for a foreign port 500 miles or 
more distant, to be equipped with an 
efficient radiotelegraphic installation, 
with an operator aboard. 

The bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and Fish- 


Teries, and Mr. Burke hopes to obtain 


a hearing before that committee and 
to have the bill favorably reported to, 
the House in time to permit of its be- 
ing considered and passed by both 
houses before the-adjournment of the 
present Congress.

WRECK BLAM 
UN REPUBLIC

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Responsibility 


and the Flerida wag placed upon the 
White Star Line vessel last night by 
the American agents of the Lioyd-Ital- 
iano Line, 

It is charged that the Republic was 


running at high speed, while the Filori- 
da was traveling at. ‘moderate speed.” 
It is denied that there was’ any mis- 
understanding of orders and that there 
is any grotrnd for criticism either of 
officers or crew of the Florida, The 
statement says: 

“The engines of the Florida were re- 
versed and twe signals of three whis- 
tles each were blown, indicating that. 
the engines were going astern; the 
collision nevertheless took place, the 
bow of the Florida striking the port 
side of the Republic somewhat aft of 
amidships, causing a serious damage 
to both steamers. 

“When the Republic became visible 
‘in the fog she was crossing the bow 
of the Florida from starboard to port, 
and running at a high rate of speed. 
The helm of the Florida was promptly 
put to starboard, hoping to swing tle 
bow of the Itallan steamer to star- 
board, and to assist in avoiding ‘the 
danger of collision. The steamer was, 
however, running so fast that the ves- 
sela collided.” 


Avoided Salvage Costs, 
Capt. Rospini of the Florida made 
no “effort to conceal his ‘pride in hav- 
ing brought his vessel.to port without 


ance from other vessels, ‘which would 
have resulted in a heavy loss to his 
line for salvage. 

“We were running at half speed 
through the fog,”’ he said through an in- 
terpreter, “sounding our fog horn every 
second. Suddenly I heard the biast oft 
a whistle on the right side and:I an- 
swered with another whistle. A few 
seconds later what looked like a moun- 
tain loomed out otf the fog straight 
across Our path. Another instant and 
we had crashed into the side of what 
we later learned was the Republic. Im- 
mediately afterward the impetus of the 
collision caused the Florida to back 
away from the hole which she had cut 
in the side of the other vessel. 

“I do not see how the accident could 
have been avoided by the Florida. 

“There was not the slightest disobe- 
dience of orders on the Florida. I did 
not strike anybody with a marlin apike 
or anything else, and I have nothing but 
the highest praise\for the conduct of al! 
the officers and crew of the Florida 
from. the instant of the collision until 
this moment.” 

The officers of the White Star Line 
have mae an -inventory which places 
the value of the baggage that went 
dowe with the Republic at $160,000, They 
clafm that under the admiralty laws 
they cannot be Held lable for this lose 
to the passengers.

eccagaet Recap: 


While Samuel Cupples, milifonaire 
philanthropist, visited his tailor 
Wednesday and ordered new clothes to 
replace those he lost in the sinking of 
the liner Republic, his attending physt- 
clan, Dr. Arthur J. Wagers, told the 
thrilling stery of their escape from the 
wrecked vessel, and of the two danger- 
ous transfers which they had to make 
by small rowbeats, amid a high sea. 

Dr. Wagers lives at Mr. Cupples’ 
home, 3673 West .Pine boulevard, and 
accompanies ‘him on all his travels. He 
shared Mr. Cupples’ stateroom on the 
voyage on which the millionaire, with @ 
party of relatives, began last week, with 
Egypt as the objective point. 

“Our stateroom,” said Dr, Wagers to 
@ Post-Dispatch reporter, “was on the 
side of the Republic opposite that where 
the Florida struck. Had we been in 
the room exactly cvrresponding on the 
other side of the ship, we would both 
probably have lost our lives. I wouid 
certainly have been crushed to death, 
as I was lying on a lounge. 

“We were awakened by the crash at 
5 a. m., then, as we got up, the lights 
went out. I had a few matches, and 
I struck some of them to help Mr. Cup- 
ples find his clothes. By the time he 
had put on hig trousers, shoes, coat and 
hat, with no shirt, and I had partially 
dressed, the women of our party came 
running ifn. 

“They had thrown wrappers over their 
night clothes, but had saved none of 
the clething they had taken off the 
night before. We were two decks be- 
low the main deck, and it seemed best 
to get to the main deck, dressed as we 
were, so that we could find out what 
haq@ happened, 

“Phe rest went upstairs, and I re 
mathed for a half hour or more in the’ 
stateroom, getting out such articles of 
baggage as I could. The matches gave 
out, and I had to grepe for things in the 
darkness, 

“When I got to the deck, I found Mr. 
Cupples, Mrs. Scudder and her daugh- 
ters and the maids, with biankets 
wrapped about them, and learned that 
the ship was sinking. 

“There seemed to be no siiitheniint 

among the 22% persons on the upper 
deck. Only a German woman and an 
Italian woman, whom no one had been 
able to make understand what had hap- 
pened, were screaming. The rest were 
quiet, realizing that the danger was a 
great One, and’ that It was best to be 
calm. 
“The transfer to the Florida began at 
9a. m., the women going first except a 
few who insisted on remaining with 
their husbands. . - 

“The time for the transfer of Mr. Cup- 
ples and myself came at 4 a .m. Sunday. 
It was a much worse experience than 
the first transfer had been. The sea 
was worse, we had a long and distress- 
ing wait for our rowers, and when we 
got to the Baltic, which seemed about 
three city blocks away, the worst part 
came. : 

“Phe lowest stairway of the Baltic 
was so high above us that we had to 
wait until a high wave lifted us to it, 
then to catch ft in an instant and 
swing aboard. This is a dangerous ex- 
ercise for an agile man used to the’ 
sea. Mr. Cupples caught and swung 
himself aboard first and five minutes 
later I had my turn. 

“On the Baltic Sunday we were as 
comfortable as we could be made, the 
passengers. dividing their clothing with 
us refugees, and at 9 a. m, Monday we 
started in, reaching New York at 1 
>, m.””

Since the recount of the vote was 
completed, there is not a doubt in the 
Republican mind that Jacob F’, Gmelich, 
Republican, is absolutely entitled to 
that office. 

Democrats concede this contention if 
what they term “vital technicalities’ 
are brushed aside. 

The separate reports to be submitted 
by the Republican and Democratic 
members of the . Joint Investigating 
Committee agree on these points: 

1. The original returns on the vote for 
Lieutenant-Governor at the Nevember 
election as certified to the Secretary of 
State gave Painter a ret majority of 
27 over his Republican opponent. : 

2. The recount of the vote in St. 
Louis and 15: precinct outside of St. 
Louis shews a total net gain of 239 for 
Gmelich. 

3%. There are seven disputed precincts, 
containing 5162 ballots, of which 2832 
are Republican and 2330 are Democratic. 


Objection Is Technical, 

The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee want these ballots excluded from 
the recount on technical grounds, There 
is no question that the ballots were hon- 
estly cast and honestly counted. In 
nearly every instance the objection is 
that the judges failed to write their 
full initials on the ballots, 

Viewed from a strictly technical stand- 
point, political observers say the Dem- 
ocrats have the best of the situation. 

The Democrats have a majority of 
eight on joint ballot in the General As- 
sembly. In the House of Representa- 
tives the Republican majority is four. 
The Republican House members are 
lined up solidly for Gmelich. They are 
so confident that: he has been fairly 
elected that they are willing to go to 
any lengths to prevent the seating of 
Painter... 

If the Democrats ride over them rough 
shod, the Republicans say there will be 
ample oppoftunity for retaliation. Ev- 
ery Democratic member of the House 
who has not paid his taxes may be oust- 
ed. There are several: such delinquents 
from the larger cities. 

St, Loutsans Are Umeasy. 

Felix (Fish) McAdams, John Moroney 
and John McQuade, the Third District 
representatives from St. Louis, are now 
fighting to retain their seats. The Re- 
publicans have instituted contests 
against each of them. In the Third Dis- 
trict gress irregularities were discovered 
in the récount of the vote for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. 

Another trump card held Ne the Re- 
publicans is the proposed investigation 
of the United States senatorial primary 
election. Democrats feared this above 
all things, according to Republican be- 
lief. The Republicans think they will 
be able to prove that the senatorial 
primary, so far as Folk and Stone were 
concefned, was a fraud. 

They have been told of at least 2 
precincts where the senatorial returns 
appear ‘‘suspicious.’’ In all of these the 
vote for Democratic candidates for 
Senator includes all those cast for the 
Democratic candidate for State officers.

In ’view of 
the Supreme Court's decision that the 
Municipal Assembly cannot exercise 
executive functions, such as the ap- 
pointment of a public service commis- 
kion, the Mayor will be empowered to 
select the commissioners. 

It hag not been determined whether 
there shall be three or five members of 
the commission or whether they shall 
be paid or shall serve without compen- 
sation. The House of Delegates prob- 
ably will desire a commission of five, 
with salaries of from $1800 to $2500 each 

Wells Wants Paid Commission. 

The Council will concur in either pro- 
vision. Mayor Wells favors a paid com- 
mission. 

Full agreement as to the features of 
the latest bill was impossible when the 
committee met Tuesday owing to the 
absence of Delegate Fred W. Pries- 
meyer, but the majority decided to re- 
port a bill that will be suitable to both 
the House and the Council. Now that 


the House can no longer demand a. 


share of the appointments there is no 
difficulty in the way of prompt action. 

The committee will meet again next 
Tuesday to frame a measure embody- 
ing what are regarded as the best pro- 
visions of the several measures that 
have been Introduced since July, 1907.

They Can Float in, Pay Their 
Fines, and Depart With 
the Tide. 

Delegate James T. Brennan of the 
Twenty-sixth Ward has introduced a 
bill for the regulation of “common 
carriers’ engaged in the transporta- 
tion of “packages,” designated by that 


shorter, uglier word, “jags.” 

Whether Brennan’s measure is ca)- 
culated >to encourage this traffic or to 
put a check on it will be a matter for 
debate in the House of Delegates, 
where there are members’ who have 
had much experience on both sides of 
the bar. 

If the bill becomes a law the officer 
in charge at each of the police sta- 
tions will have, to a limited extent, 
the powers of a police Judge, but his 

jurisdiction will extend only’ to that 
class of offenders known as “plain 
drunks,”’ 

Fancy drunks who put trimmings on 
their jags will still have to fight it out 
With Judge Pollard, Judge Tracy or 
Judge Kleiber. 

Brennan’s plan as outlined in the 
bill is to relieve the plain drunk from 
the necessity of spending a night in 
the holdover. 

When the man with a tide is taken 
to the station the desk sergeant will 
‘size him up.” If it is apparent that 
the prisoner is the possessor of a 
‘“souse”’ but still able to steer his 
course without resorting to the C. Q. 
D. wireless signal of distress, the ser- 
geant will be empowered to levy and 
collect a fine of $5. The man with the 
‘tide’ will then be turned loose. 
Right there ia where complications 
will arise. . 
He is apt to be picked up again by 
another policeman, taken back to the 
station and fined again. 

It is on this point that certain mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates will fignt 
Brennan's bill unless it is amended so 
as to afford immunity toa man who has 
been arrested and paid hig fine, 

Some of the members suggest that im- 
munity cards be issued by the Police 
Department. These cards would be 
much the same as it was planned to 
give to automobile owners to save them 
the trouble of going to the police sta- 
ition when arrested for speeding. 

The form of this card as outlined by 
those who favor amending Brennan's 
bill would be: 

The holder of this is registered 
package-carrier 12933. In considera- 
tion of the courtesy extended to him 
by the department he agrees to go 
to the nearest police station at his 
earliest convenience and hand $5 to 
the officer in charge if intercepted 
on the street by a policeman and po- 
litely told that he is intoxicated. 
When the fine has been paid it is sug- 
gested that a license tag be pinned to 
the package carrfer’s coat to show that 
he has complied with the law and is not 
to be arrested again in the progress of 
any one continuous “tide.”

Only Official Document 
in World Action.

Former Attorney-General Says 
He Does Not “Stand for 
Propositions.” 





On page 1099 of the Congressional Rec- 
ord appears the only . official public 
document in the libel suite of ‘‘The 
United States vs. The Press Publishing 
Co.,”" which publishes the New .York 
World. It is a brief prepared by the 
Attorney-General and cites the legal au- 
thorities under which the Government 
expects to win its libel sult against The 
World. 

An exhaustive review of this brief and 
the entire case as it has thus for 
developed has been published by The 
World, a brief study of which will be 
of interest to the \newspapers of the 
country and their readers. . 

The brief in question was submitted bz 
Senator Knox, with the preface that 
“Tt is not difficult to understand that 
the Attorney-General of the Ur ited 
States takes the views expressed in the 
authorities quoted in this paper to be 
read from the desk, and has advised 
the President accordingly.”’ 

It is a significant fact that, on being 
asked by Senator Rayner whether the 
brief expressed his personal views, Sen- 
ator Knox replied that he “did not 
stand for any of those propositions.”’ 

Back toe Time of Queen Anne. 
Attempt is made in this brief to show 

jurisdiction by the courts of the District 
of Columbia over cases removed to it 
from the district courts of New York. 
“Punishment for libel in the District of 
Columbia,’ says the brief, ‘is fixed by 
statute.” But the statutes of the Dis- 
trict do not define libel, the definition 
being left to the common law, which 
is the same as the common law of the 
State of Maryland, 

“There being no question under En- 
glish authorities that it is an offense at 
common law to libel the Government, 
there can be no question,’’ says the 
brief, “that in the State of Maryland it 
is a criminal offense to libel the Goy- 
ernment.” 

The English authority cited is Odger 
en Slander ang Libel, and the precedent 
elted from that book is from the time 
of Queen Anne. Newell, an Americar 
authority on @lander and libel, had to 
gO back to that time for a precedent on 
which he bases his assertion that a 
government can be libeled, 

But, The World convincingly shows, 
the Gevernment’s brief garbled the re- 
ports of the cases in making citations. 
The common law of England, for ex- 
ample, is not today the common law of 
either the State of Maryland or of the 
District of Columbia in certain cases. 

Eaccption is Omitted, 

The decision in the De Forrest cage, 
cited by the Government, distinctly 
states that the old common law held 
good ‘“‘except where it has been repealed 
by express statutory enactment or modi- 
fied by inconsistent legislation or where 
it has become obsolete or unsuited to 
our republican form of government.” 

The brief of the Government omitted 
this extremely vital exception. 

But the whole question of jurisdiction 
is made ridiculous by the fact, as shown 
by The World, that no such crime as 
libeling the Government or the Preci- 
dent of the United States now exists or 
ever existed except during a short 
period during the presidency of the first 
Adams. There was then passed, July 
14, 1798, a law providing: 

That if any person shall write, 
print, utter or publish or shall cause 
or procure to be written, printed, ut- 
tered or published, or shall know- 
ingly -and willingly assist or aid in 
writing, printing, uttering or pub- 
lishing any false, scandalous and 
malicious writing or writings against 
the Government of the United States, 
or the President of the United 
States, with intent to defame said 
Government or either House of Con- 
gress, or the d President, or to 
bring them or either of them into 
contempt or disrepute, or to excite 
against them or any of them the 
hatred of the good people of the 
United States, or to stir up sedition 

within the United States—such per- 

son being thereof convicted * * * 

shall be punished by a fine not ex- 

céediig $2000 and by imprisonment 
not exceeding two years. 
Duration ef Law Limited, 


But it was expressly provided therein 
that “This act shall continue and be in 
force until the third day of March, 1801, 
and no longer.’’ 

Under this act several Democratic 
leaders, including editors, were convict- 
ed, but its enforcement aroused such @ 
*torm of popular opposition that it re- 
sulted in the everwhelming defeat of the 
Federalist party and the election of 


‘Thomas Jefferson. 


From that day to this there has been 
no such crime as libeling the govern- 
tmnt or the President of the United 


| States, the only so-called sedition law 


144 U. 8,, 677, stated that ‘there are no 
common law offenses against the 
United States.” ' 
Jurisdiction by Construction, 

There being no such crime as libel 
against the Governmeft or the Presi- 
‘Gent, and the judiciary act which gov- 
erns the procedure of all United States |» 
courts pronibiting suits from pbéing 
brought in those courts in behalf of the 
Government or any of its officers ex- 


{cept “under authority of an act of Cuon- 


gress,” and there being no such act, the 
Government appears to be seeking juris- 
diction and the basis for action by “con- 
struction,” that is, interpreting some ex- 
isting law or decision so as to bring it 
to apply in this case. 

It is with this in view, apparently, 
that witnesses have been called to prove 
that copies of The World containiaz 
the objectionable matter have been cir- 
culated in Government 
Upon this point the case is most ob- 
scure, the object of the prosecution 
seeming to be to first show dissemina- 
tion and distribution of the supposed li- 
bel, with the hope that the courts them- 
selves may discover wherein the libel 
les. and their authority in the prem- 
ises.

To avenge her only child, who died 
crying, “Papa, papa, come to me,”’ Mrs. 
James William Richey will prosecute 
her husband, a Methodist minister, now 
a prisoner in St. Louis, on the charge 
of wife abandonment. He left his wife 
and child in Charlottesville, Ind., last 
September and eloped to St. Louis with 
Bertha Williamson, 19 years old. 

Bertha Williamson left St. Louis 
Wednesday, carrying her 4weeks-old 
boy, to return to her home in Carmel, 
Ind. The only regret she expressed 
was that she and the minister had not 
been able to marry lawfully for the 
sake of their child. 

Dispatches Wednesday afternoon from 
Jeffersonville, Ind., where Mrs. Richey 
has been staying with a ‘sister, state 
that she has gone_to the home of an- 
other sister in Indianapolis. 

Child Died of Brain Fever. 
While she was in Jeffersonville last 
November, her child, Helena Esther, 20 
months old, died from typhoid and brain 
fever. A physician said the fever was 
due to the child’s desire to see her fath- 
er, as, before being taken..sick, shé 
had cried at all hours ef the . night, 
“Papa, papa, come to me’ 

Prof. L. E. Richards of Jeffersonville, 
Mrs. Richey’s brother-in-law, said: she 
would prosecute her husbaad on. the 
charges, which have already been em- 
bodied In warrants. 

Other warrants have been sworn out 
by the relatives of Bertha ._Williamson, 
who lived with the minister fer nearly 
five months at 6735 Delmar beulevard, 
St. Louis. 

Speaking fer herself and the clergy- 
man, twice her age, who feund in her 
his “affinity” while she sang in his 
church choir, the girl said: “I am sorry 
we set a trap fer ourselves. When the 
baby was born, we wrote to Mrs. 
Richey, giving our address and asking 
her consent to a plan by which she 
could obtain a divorce and we could be 
legally married. Instead of replying to 
us directly, she first caused my husband 
to lose his position here, and now she 
has disgraced us by causing our ar- 
rest.”’ 

The minister, under the name of W. 
‘R. Brown, worked as a motorman on 
the Delmar line after his arrival here 
last fall up to the time when the 
company, after hearing from his wife 
in Indiana, discharged him. 

Hugging her baby almost defiantly, 
little Miss Williamson—she is a di- 
minutive, brown haired girl looking 
not more than 17 years old—said 
Wednesday, before leaving police head- 
quarters for Union Station: 

“I shall wait and hope that everything 
will come out right. I do not know 
about affinities and soul mates. I 
only know that Mr. Richey loves me 
and I love him, and that he will never 
return to his wife.

PLAN TO-REDUCE 
COST OF LIVING

St. Louis Association of 500 
Will Try Co-Operative Buy- 
ing to Lower Prices. 








WANT. BETTER ~ PROFIT 





Espionage on “Dead Beats” 
Expected to Save Money . 
on Bad Accounts. 
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The cost of living in St. Louis will be 
materially reduced according to the re- 
tail grocers, if their co-operative plan 
proves successful. By co-operative buy- 
ing the small retail grocers in the resi- 
dence districts expect to be able to meet 
the selling prices of the big downtown 
market grocers, who get special dis- 
counts from jobbers by buying in large 
quantities. 

The five hundred members of the Re- 
tail Grocers’ Association have decided 
te try co-operative buying, Goods will 
be purchased in large quantities from 
the wholesale dealer, and distributed 
among the retailers. 

There will be no attempt on the part 
of the association to regulate retail 
prices. 

“Under present conditions the small 
grocer cannot compete with the big gro- 
cer who has the advantage of special 
discounts in: buying in !arge quantities,’’ 
said Godfrey Wolf, president of the re- 
tailers’ association. 

The Jobbers’ Prices. 

‘“‘When we get our co-operative sys- 
tem perfected we will be able to buy 
goods as cheap as the big grocers, It 
stands to reason that the jobber can alf- 
ford to sell 800 cases of canned corn at 
a cheaper price per case than-+# cases. 

“If 50 grocers combine and buy, say, 
their corn through the representative of 
the association they will ge the benefit 


can afford to sell cheaper to the con- 
sumer. 

“There is no intention on the part of 
our association to increase prices to the 
consumer. On the other hand, by .co- 
operative buying we expect to be able 
to sell at lower prices. 

“Reports of commercial agencies show 
that 8 per cent of all grocers fail; that 
10 per cent go out of the business with 
less money than they put into it, and 
that only 5 per cent make money. The 
greced is entitled to a living profit on 
the goods he Sells, and we are trying to 
devise a plan for his betterment. 


Buyer for Exchange. 

“A buying exchange propably will 
be established with one man selected 
to buy certain articles. We expect 
to continue to buy from the St. Louis 
jobbers, who are our friends, instead 
of direct from manufacturers. A co- 
operative buying plan in Philadelphia 
has developed into a retail grocers’ 
wholesale store. That will not be at- 
tempted here—at least for the pres- 
ent. 

The association has recently elected 
a secretary who devotes all of his at- 
tention to its work. An active mem- 
bership campaign is to be waged to 
induce as many as possible of the 
2100 grocers in St, Louis to join the 
association, The secretary, F. W. 
Harris, has offices in the Roe Build- 


in 

Fire association will also maintain 
an espionage on ‘dead beats.” The 
secretary will keep a list of persons 
who fail or refuse to pay their gro- 
cery bills, and these people will be 
denied credit by all members of the 
association. 

President Wolf said the retail gro- 
cers and butchers lost many thou- 
sands of dollars last year on bad ac- 
counts. It is proposed that the man 
who will not pay for his groceries 
cannot buy them on “tick,” and then 
move on and work the same trick on 
another grocer.

PARIS, Jan. 27.—Benoit-Constant Co- 
quelin, the great French actor, whosé 
culminating triumph had been awaited 
in Edmond Rostand’s ‘tne Chanticleer,’’ 
now being rehearsed, died last night of 
angina pectoris at his home at Pont- 
aux-Dames, Seine-et-Marne. 
He was born-in Boulogne Jan. 23, 1841. 
He was educated under Regnier at the 
Paris Conservatoire, and made his first 
stage appearance as Gros-Rene in ‘“‘De- 
pit Amouroux,” at the Theater Fran- 
caise, Dec, 7,°1860. From that time for- 
ward his career has been one of unin- 
terrupted brilliancy, and he has for 
years been regarded as France’s great- 
est player in roles ef classic comedy. 
He created the title role ip Edmond 
Rostand’s “Cyrano de Bergerac,"’ and 
was to have created the leading role in 
that poet's new play, “Chanticleer,” 
which is to be produced in Paris this 
season, The characters in this play are 
all barnyard fowls and animals, and 
Coquelin was to play the role of Chan- 
ticleer, the younger Coquelin playing 
that of a fox, the leading female role 
being a hen pheasant. 
Coquelin visited America with Jane 
Hading, the celebrated French actress, 
some years ago, and also made a star- 
ring tour. He played the role of the 
old Sergeant to Sarah Bernhardt’s 
“L’Aiglan”’ during the latter’s Ameri- 
can tour in this play.

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A COMMISSION BY STATE AUTHORITY. 
In his inaugural address Gov. Hadley expressed 
the opinion that: . 4 
The regulation of the business of public ser- 
vice corporations can be most satisfactorily ac- 
complished by a commission composed of men 
trained and~experienced by study and. investiga- 
tion and qualified by natural ability for such 
work. 


St. Louis has no commission of any kind, al- 
though the enabling act passed by the Legislature 
opened the way for an ordinance creating a Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission. Neither experience nor 
training nor natural ability has been called in 
to help the city regulate these corporations, — 

If Goy. Hadley will procure the necessary legis- 
lation at this session and appoint a commission 
composed of men such as he describes to act by 
State authority like the two commissions of New 
York and Massachusetts, he will confer a bless- 
ing of inestimable value upon St. Louis. And those 
cities which, under the enabling act, have created 
commissions will probably be equally grateful, 
since the best information at hand is that there 
is more futility than utility in them. 

The great need is a commission that wil] regu- 
late, and since the cities appear unable to create 
such an efficient organ, it must be constituted to 
act directly under State authority. And the 
sooner it is done the greater will be the satisfac- 
tion of the people who suffer from unjust rates 
and of present conditions of public service. 
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“NO LEGAL EXISTENCE.” 

When President Roosevelt was drafted ‘as a 
recruit for deep water navigation from lakes to 
gulf, the result of his interest was “the Inland 
Waterways Commission.” During whatever. ex- 
istence it has had, the Commission may have rep- 
resented the presidential view of what ought to 
be done. In results this is nothing done. 

The sum total of results by this method is now) 
defined in a Washington telegram to a Western 
newspaper of the President’s own party, which 
says that “the Internal Waterways Commission, 
already created by the President, is ee Te) 
far in legal existence.” 

As far as authority of law to exist, or to act, 
is concerned, the ‘presidential commission” is 
mythical. It is an illustration of the Roosevelt 
myth of intense and incessant activity. It is 
made up of men supposed to represent the high 
intelligence necessary for great work. Perhaps 
they do. But when they are put before the pub- 
lic, with responsibility for results, they have no 
authority of law. They stand for nothing ex- 
cept the will of a President who uses ae for 
advertising purposes. 

The Roosevelt myth itself has no legal exis- 
tence. As far as it goes into history after March 
4 it will become part of the history of the delu- 
sion of perpetual motion. Bg

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LET THE LAW TAKE ITS COURSE. 

In refusing to interfere in the case of a mur- 
derer sentenced to be electrocuted, Gov. Fort of 
,| New Jersey said that he had no patience with 
the “unwritten law” and with the insanity plea 
to clear a man who has deliberately committed 
murder. Then he added a statement that should 
be remembered every time the question of the 
guilt of a condemned man is raised. 

“It is one of the hardest things in the world to 
convince a jury that they should bring in a ver- 
dict of murder in the first degree,” says Gov. 
Fort, who has spent eight years on the Supreme 
Court bench of New Jersey and has watched 
trials during that time. “When such a verdict 
is rendered the public can rest assured that there 
is no doubt, absolutely no doubt, of the guilt of 
the man and of;his responsibility for the crime.” 

This is a strong statement coming from a man 
of Gov. Fort’s experience. And yet men have 
been convicted of murder in the first degree, have 
gained a new trial on a technicality and have 
been acquitted. But when the proportion of ex- 
ecutions to homicides is only about one in 500 the 
possibility of executing an innocent man is al- 
most nil.

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NO LIBEL UNDER FEDERAL STATUTES. 





From Tuesday’s New York World. 

An editorial appeared in the New York 
Bun on Feb. 22, 1885, which Frank D. 
Noyes regarded as libeling him.. Mr. 
Noyes, who was then in business in 
Washington, went before the grand 
jury tin the District of Columbia which 
found an indictment against Mr. Dana, 
the editor of the Sun, for libel. - Pro-! 
ceedings were then begun in the United 
States District Court for the Southern 
District of New York, which includes 
New York City, for the removal of Mr. 
Dana from New York to Washington. 

The case was much stronger than the 
proceedings of President Roosevelt 
against The World, because .there was 
a real individyal. complainant against 
Mr. Dana. Mr. Dana himself was re- 
sponsible for the article and no ques- 
tion of veracity appears either in the 
proceedings or the popers. 

Judge Addison Brown, sitting in the 
United States Court, before whom the 
case was brought, directed the discharge 
of Mr. Dana and wrote an exhaustive, 
lucid and logical opinion. 

These verbatim extracts from Judge 
Brown's opinion spéak for themselves: 

“The indictment charges that the al- 
leged libel was published both in New 
York and in: Washington. But the facts 
stated in the indictment and the slight 
evidence taken before the commission- 
er are sufficient to show that whatever 
Mr. Dana had to do with the publication 
of the Sun of Feb. 22, containing the 
alleged libelous matter, was done in 
New York. * * ® 


‘‘In such a case the remarks of Judge 
Cooley would certainly be pertinent: 
‘The actual offense, if any,’ he says, 
‘was committed in New York. But a 
technical publication also took place in 
Washington by the sale of papers 
there..* * * It would be a singular re- 
sult of a revolution where one of the 
grievances complained of was the as- 
sertion ofa right to send parties abroad 
for trial, if it should be found that an 
editor may be seized anywhere in the 
Union and, transported by a Federal of- 
ficer to every territory into which his 
paper may find its way, to be tried in 
each in succession, for offenses which 
consisted in a single act, not actually 
committed {in any of them.’—Constitu- 
tional Lim., page 820; Note. 

“A Careful examination of the case 
satisfies me that the application for re- 
moval should be denied. 

“1. Because of the insufficiency of this 
indictment, a basis for removal pro- 
ceedings under the practice required by 
section 1014, and 


“2, Because the offense charged, rest- 
ing wholly on the common law of Mary- 
land continued in force there by the 
acts of Congress, does not belong to the 
class of ‘offenses against the United 
States’ contemplated by section 33 of 
the judiciary act, or by section 1014 of 
the Revised Statutes upon which this 
application ig based. * * * 

“There is no definiteness er certainty 
in the essential statements in this re-; 
gard a8 respects Mr. Dana. He denies 
that any acts of his were done in 
Washington. The first count alleges 
that Mr. Dana wrote the libel in New 
York; the second and third counts, on 
the contrary, that Dana or Laffan 
wrote, or caused it to be written, in 
Washington. The indictment in the first 
count alleges a circulation and publica- 
tion of the lidel in Washington and aiso 
alleges a prior publication of the same 
libel In New York. * * * 

“Such an indictment cannot be treat- 
ed a8 an equivalent to a complaint of 
oath, or, if so treated, it would dis- 
credit Kself by its inconsistencies and 
contradictions. A magistrate could not 
properly act upon an affidavit of that 
character, and hence it cannot serve 








in the cage of United States vs. Hudson. 
7 Cranch $2, that even libel against 
the Government or its officers could 
not be punished criminally without a 
statute- therefor. * © * * Assuming, 
though that. point is also disputed, 
that a libel in the District of Columbia 
ig a criminal offense, it is a purely lo- 
cal offense. It is no part of the Fed- 
eral system of laws nor related to the 
general legisiation of Congress. In ad- 
ministering the local law of the District 
of Columbia, the national Government 
acts as the State governments could 
within their several limits in adminis- 
tering the ordinary rights of person and 
property. That is an exceptionat‘and a 
wholly different field of action from 
what is embraced in ordinary Federa' 
legigiation; and it was evidently wholly 
foreign to the scope of the judiciary 
act. Offenses against the libel law of 
the District of Columbia are, in a sense, 
offenses against the United States, be- 
cause the United States is the local gov- 
erning authority. But the judiciary act 
was not dealing with or contemplating 
exceptional and local relation. Its scope 
and aim were manifestly purely Federal 
and national. * * 

“The courts of the District of Colum- 
bia, as above stated, are neither courts 
of the United States in the sense of the 
judiciary act, nor do they derive thefr 
authority from that act. * * ® 

“But Ubel as a criminal offense either 
against the Government or against pri- 
vate persons is not and never has been 
an offense anywhere Mable in the Fed- 


Geral courts of the country; U. 8S. vs. 


Hudson, supra, section 33 in all its parts 
is, in fact, wholly inapplicable 
to the District of Columbia, and 
in no tested case reported do I find 
that any removal to that District has 


been had for libel or for other merely 


local . offense. 
“Such also was the construction given 


‘to the act of 1874 by the Judiciary Com- 


mittee of the Senate. * * * On the 
following 16th day of February, 1875, the 
Judiciary Committee made its report
